Herr von Gerlach lives in exile 
in Paris, where he is in charge of 
the German section of the League 
of the Rights of Man. : 

“Hitler may say that all cause of 
friction with France has been re- 
moved through the plebiscite, but I 
have never yet heard Hitler say 
that the frontiers are sacred. I 
have never yet heard Hitler an- 
nounce that he will abide by the 
stipulations of the Versailles treaty 
in other regions. The Saar has been 
regained, What next? Where is 
the army of 10,000 Nazi agitators) 
who worked in the Saar for two 
years and who spent, roughly, 
25,000,000 gold marks there—where 
are they going to start next? 

“Nobody can say exactly where 
the Nazis will strike next,” he went 
on. “But agitation has started in 
Eupen-Malmedy, the region ceded 
to Belgium by Germany after the 
war, and agitation has also begun 
in the part of Schleswig-Holstein, 
which was ceded to Denmark. The 
Nazi government is following the 
line of least resistance. Berlin can- 
not do anything just now to regain 
Upper Silesia from Poland, al- 
though Upper Silesia remains def- 
initely on the list of Nazi claims. 
But with Poland they have an 
agreement not to undertake any- 
thing for ten years. In Austria they 
must go extremely carefully, for 
Mussolini is watching over that 
Italian protectorate to maintain the 
independence of Austria. But there 
are plenty of other directions in} 
which the Nazi urge for expansion 
might be led. Memel, for instance, | 
where it has begun, and the Upper 
Tyrol and Sudeten-Germany in 
Czechoslovakia. 


A TREMENDOUS VICTORY 
“Hitler has gained an enormous 
victory with that Saar vote. He 
was having all kinds of difficulties 
with the Reichswehr, with the 
churches, great economic problems 
faced him, but now he can quiet 
all the nascent opposition again 
with the statement: “You see my 
methods do work. Keep quiet and 
you will see even greater victories’. | 
“Of course, the Saar is German, 
no question about that,” went on | 
Herr von Gerlach. “And had there 
been a democratic government in 
power in the Reich the majority 
for the return to Germany would 
have been even larger. In the time 
of Stresemann and Briand these 
two statesmen favored a return of 
the Saar to Germany without a 
plebiscite. Their advice was not 
followed. Stresemann's hands would 
have been enormously strengthened 
and the friends of democracy in 
Germany would have gained enor- 
mous prestige .. . and would not 
subsequently have been wiped out 
by the wave of Nazi nationalism, 
for that wave would never have 
come up. And this terrible, unex- 
plainable disaster to the cause of 
democracy would not haye occur- | 
red.” He alluded to the overwhelm- 
ing vote for Hitler in the Saarland 


HOLDS FRANCE, 
BRITAIN RESPONSIBLE 

“You mean that the French and 
British democratic governments 
should have upheld German democ- 
racy by granting a more lenient 
treatment to Germany?” I asked. 

“Yes, a great opportunity was 
missed,” replied Herr von Gerlach, 

“¥rench liberals mistrusted Ger- 
many’s afterwar democracy. They 
let it down, They are responsi- 
ble’... 

“And what now?” I asked. “Will 
Germany come back to the League 
of Nations?” 

“If that happens it will be the 
greatest shame that can be inflicted 
on the league and upon humanity,” 
said this man, who is one of the 


greatest champions in the world 
of the League of Nations. 

“Why?” 

“Hitler withdrew because the 


league did not want to grant him 
the right to arm as the other 
powers. He left the league and 
started to arm in secret, laid the 
basis for a formidable armed force 
and now when he has done this, 
against the will of the other pow- 
ers, he is to come back and gener- 
ously take his seat once more In the 
international assembly at Geneva. 
What a cynical manoeuvre! What a 
shame that would be for the 
league!” he exclaimed, 

“But is there not some system of 
control of Germany's armament 
envisaged if she comes back to 
Geneya?” 

HAVE NO OPPOSITION

WAGE-JOBS WANTED 

The Blairmore huyger-strikers called off the 
strike when the town council agreed to give 
them one-third of the $10 a month relief allow- 
ances they asked for, preferring to live at home 
on $3.33 a month relief money rather than 
work in a relief camp for twenty cents a day 
plus board. 

No suggestion has come over the wires that 
they objected to the particular camp to which 
it was proposed to send them, to the living 
conditions there provided, or to the kind of 
work assigned to iumates. Their objection evi- 
dently is to doing a day's work without getting 
a day’s pay for it; which objection they hold 
strongly enough to try to subsist on $3.33 a 
month rather than submit. 

Four years ago a quite considerable section 
of the public would have refused to be more 
than casually concerned in an incident of the 
kind. It was supposed then that the depression 
was only transient, and any arrangement that 
offered three meals a day and a bed looked 
good until the times should approve. But we 
are now entering the sixth year of the depres- 
sion, and three meals and a bed do not look 
good to anybody as a permanent scale of re- 
ward for labor. 

If the authorities, provincial and federal, 
lave any understanding of human nature they 
will see the Blairmore incident as something 
more than an isolated occurrence. It is typical 
of the growing restlessness and discontent of 
young Canada with hopes deferred and priva- 
tion long drawn out. 

What the younger generation of Canadians 
want to know is when they are going to get 
work at decent living wages. And there isn't 
any use telling them their demand is unreason- 
able or impossible. They know better. There 
is more work needing to be done in Canada 
now than there was in 1929, and as much 
wealth to pay for doing it.

How many romances in life go unheralded 
and unknown even to those who brush by the 
principals? 

On the battlefield at Shiloh in Tennessee 
where one of the engagements of the American 
Civil War was fought, some relief workers ex- 
cavating Indian burial mounds accidentally 
drove their picks the other day into the grave of 
nine Union soldiers, There they lay, unidentified, 
each of them wrapped in the remnants of a blue 
uniform, ornamented with tarnished brass but- 
tons. ° 

The workers decided to remove the remains 
to an adjacent cemetery, where now they lie 
under a tablet which reads “Nine Unknown 
Union Soldiers.” 

But in removing the skeletons, an interesting 
discovery was made. One of them was the skele- 
ton of a girl—estimated by the doctors to have 
been about 17 or 18 years of age. Her remains 
sheltered the bullet that had caused her death, 
All had been given hasty interment. 

Who was she? Why did she choose to bear 
arms? There’s a story for the novelists to pon- 
der over. : 

Was she one of those luckless girls who wish 
they had been born male and who love to mas- 
querade as boys whenever chance offers? Or 
was she some lovelorn girl who could not bear 
to be parted from her lover and had disguised 
herself as a youth in order to be near him in 
the hazards of war? Was he among the eight who 
were interred with her, so that it might be 
said of them that “in death they were not divid- 
ed.” 

Yet while we ponder on this strange and 
thought-provoking discovery from one of the 
bloodiest battlefields of the Civil War, there may 
be someone near us, rubbing shoulders with us 
as this girl must have done with her brother 
soldiers, who carry around with them a story 
as romantic and mystifying as hers. 


* A truly eloquent “voice from the grave” 
comes to make glad the lives of historians and 
lovers of literature. The famous Samuel Pepys 
(whose name is easier to write than to pro- 
nounce without challenge) who was a high civil 
official of the British. Navy in the days of 
Charles II and who left the most honest and re- 
markable diary on record, is author of two other 
diaries which have just come to light. 

They were not written in shorthand like the 
others, nor do they deal with his amours, his 
private ambitions, his love of eating and drink- 
ing, his quarrels with his wife and his penitence 
for being unkind to the “poor wretch.” They 
don't even retail the small scandal of his day 
as the famous volumes of Pepys’ Diary does. 

For once, this Walter Winchell of the seven- 
teenth century taboos personal gossip. One vol- 
ume tells about a religious plot that disturbed 
the authorities of his day. The other treats of 
the investigation by Charles II into his Privy 
Council and Navy office affairs. Though Pepys 
in his better known personal diary does not con- 
ceal his hopes for graft from Navy contractors 
—graft was customary in his day—the new vol- 
umes are said to reveal his great industry and 
ability as a naval official and of the amused but 
real appreciation which Charles II had for him. 

The two diaries in manuscript form have 
been unearthed by the Librarian of Magdalen 
College, Cambridge, when assisting an author 
to find new material for a “Life of Pepys.” 
It makes one wonder what other treasures there 
may be on the dusty shelves of the college 
library. 

Another interesting diary soon to be given 
to the public is that of the Empress Marie 
Louise—the second wife of Napoleon. A page 
found it on the floor after Marie Louise took 
flight from the Tuileries. He gave it to his tutor. 
Through several hands it passed into those of 
Lady Thompson whose family held it for over 
a century. Recently it was sold at Sotheby's in 
London. 

It's a very human document ficom all ace 
counts. When the Empress persuades Napoleon 
to let her see him with his troops she is an- 
noyed that he orders her about like a grena- 
dier, She is clever enough not to answer back, 
but confides to her diary, “Men are unbearable 
—and if I ever come back in another world, 
then no remarrying for me.” 

She pays an unwitting tribute to the English 
prisoners of war, She says she recognized 
them ‘on account of their proud and independ- 
ent manner.’ When she doesn't hear from 
Napoleon for a week before the battle of Dres- 
den (he used to write daily as a rule) she de- 
cides that she will punish him by delaying her 
reply for a week. “Only we women love with 
constancy, Men are always fickle and frivolous,” 
she says. 

Apparently women are much the same, no 
matter what their class or the age they live in. 


Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, the 
Ivish Free State, have their own emblems, What 
is it that bothers Canadian statesmen and 
politicians when this subject is introduced into 
the public forum at Ottawa? Surely it ought 
to be possible to remove the flag issue from 
the realm of petty politics,

The Milk Diet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


The milk diet has been used with benefit in 
the treatment of many different kinds of ail- 
ments. This is particularly true with disorders 
of the gastro-intestinal tract, cystitis, poor cir- 
culation, malnutrition, diabetes, gastritis, stom- 
ach ulcers, floating kidney, valvular heart 
trouble, and neuralgia. In 
fact, the milk diet can be 
used for a time with benefit 
in any of the non-catarrhal 
disorders. In some cases, 
especially where the liver is 
easily upset, the milk diet 
should be followed or pre- 
ceded by a short orange 
juice, tomato juice or water 
fast. In others, the straight 
milk diet may be used. 

Here are some general in- 
structions for taking the milk diet: The patient 
should begin on a one-hour schedule, taking 
an eight-ounce glass of milk every hour while 
the patient is awake. The milk should be 
Slightly warmed by placing a glassful of milk 
in a pan of warm water. The water should not 
be hot enough to burn the fingers if you place 
them in it, At this temperature the milk will 
be soothing to an irritated stomach or intestinal 
tract. No water should be used with this diet, 
but it is a good plan to precede the glass of 
milk with a teaspoonful of lemon juice or a 
tablespoonful of orange or tomato juice. No 
water should be used with this diet, as the 
patient will not need any because of the large 
amount of water contained in the milk. The 
milk should be sipped slowly and taken exactly 
on the one-hour schedule, One should not take 
the milk at the end of forty-five minutes, and an 
hour and 2 half at another time, or the milk 
will disagree with the patient, and one suffer- 
ing from any serious disease cannot afford to 
be so careless. Do not add extra cream to the 
milk. In fact, if the digestion seems to be a 
little upset, it would be a good plan to remove 
a smal]l amount of the cream, but, on the aver- 
age, use the milk just as it comes. Holstein 
milk usually contains just the right amount of 
cream for the average person. If you desire, 
the lemon juice or orange juice or tomato juice 
may be shaken up with the milk and taken 
with it. 

While on the milk diet it is important to use 
one enema consisting of one quart of clear 
warm water once daily. Many patients will 
benefit by remaining in bed for two or three 
weeks while taking this diet. It is a good plan 
to use hot applications over the region of the 
stomach or other painful areas. If possible a 
large therapeutic lamp should be used several 
times daily. Massage treatments should be 
used over the whole body, and the patient may 
exercise slightly by using the tensing exercises 
with the arms and legs. 

The milk diet as given in this article will 
agree with most people better than the milk 
and cream diet being given by so many authori- 
ties, An excessive amount of cream if con- 
tinued will eventually bring on a serious case 
of acidosis. This condition will not occur if the 
milk diet is used as I have directed in this 
article. The patient may then slowly change to 
other foods, beginning with the non-starchy 
vegetables which may be added to one or two 
of the milk feedings during the day. After 
several days, if no discomfort is experienced, 
the patient may return to a regular diet.

The lemon juice stimulates the di- 
gestive juices of the stomach and produces a 
better appetite for breakfast. 

QUESTION: H. S. writes: “I have a wen on 
the left side of the neck just back of the ear. 
Will you please tell me the cause, as I seem 
perfectly healthy. Also, how can I get rid of 
it?” 

ANSWER: It will probably be necessary for 
you to have the wen removed surgically, The 
operation is quite harmless and should leave 
only a small scar.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1899 there was 
a hot time in Vancouver, B.C, 

There was a small island in 
Burrard Inlet between the C.P.R. 
docks and Stanley Park, known 
as Deadman’s Island, whether af- 
ter a man with that name or af- 
ter some dead man in an Indian 
legend I do not now remember. 
It wags not much good, mostly 
barren rock with a very few 
small trees on it; it was certainly 
no beauty spot; and nobody con- 
sidered worth while doing any- 
thing about it until one day it 
was noised abroad that a lum- 
berman, named Ludgate, from 
down Seattle way, if my memory 
is not astray, had in some way 
or other secured a lease of Dead- 
man’s Island, and was going to 
erect a sawmill there. 

Immediately some one—I think 
it was J. C. McLagan, of the 
World, formerly of Stratford, Ont. 
—raised objections, The sawmill 
would be a blot on the landscape; 
it would be a source of danger to 
the big trees in Stanley Park, and 
it would spoil the vista of love- 
liness from that world-wide 
known pleasure ground. A tele-

gram was sent to George R. Max- 
woil, the Liberal M.P, for Van- 
couver. George read the tele- 
gram in the House of Commons 
and demanded details of the lease, 
etc., etc. Clifford Sifton promised 
consideration and we in the Press 
Gallery thought the incident end- 
ed; but we knew neither Van- 
couver nor George Maxwell. 

He waited a few days; no in- 

formation was forthcoming; he 
decided that action was neces- 
sary; he wired back to his con- 
stituents to protest. They did, 
and the government was inundat- 
ed with telegrams of protest. A 
great public meeting was held at 
Vancouver demanding that the 
lease be cancelled, the menace to 
Stanley Park removed, and no 
such grant be given without local 
consent. 
+ George, backed by these pro- 
tests, blocked the business of 
Parliament, and the lease was 
cancelled. What became of Lud- 
gate I do not remember, neither 
do I know what happened to the 
island. Perhaps one of the Van- 
couver papers will tell us by re- 
calling the whole story.

FAULT OF SYSTEM 

Editor Bulletin: A few remarks 
made at the school trustees’ 
meeting, which was held last Fri- 
day, have attracted my attention. 

One of the speakers said that it 
will not be possible to run the 
school system any longer on the 
present basis. The expenses will 
have to be reduced: 1. By charg- 
ing fees to all high school stud- 
en's (except to those with honor 
standing), 2. By charging a 
special fee to repeaters 

To the first proposition I shall 
answer: That every child is en- 
titled to get as full an education 
as hin natural capacities allow 
him to receive. The honor stud- 
ents are not the only assets to 
the country; the average students 
must also get a high school educ- 
ation, even if their parents cannot 
pay {ces, 

My answer to the second prop- 
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osition is; That the so-called poor 
students also should receive their 
education free. Why are they 
poor students? Why are they re- 
peaters? It is the fault of our 
educational system; it is because 
We want to give these students an 
education for which they are not 
fitted. Every child will be eager 
to learn when we offer him the 
education suited to his faculties. 

A few years ago I was seated 
at a banquet by the side of the 
late Ald, C, Lionel Gibbs and he 
explained to me his opinion on the 
matter of high schools. “We have 
only one technical sehool in this 
city,” said he, “while we have 
half a dozen academic high 
schools, It should be the reverse. 
Children that have the kind of 
intelligence that delights in 
theoretical studies are exceptional, 
Most children need to see and to 
handle the things about which the 
tuition is given. For this reason 
most high schools should lean 
towerds the technical type.” 

The programs of studies 
should therefore have in view all 
types of children, whereas our 
present programs are exclusively 
designed for purely intellectual 
children, 

The child, while at school, 
should be the object of constant 
attention regarding the nature of 
his faculties and should be guided 
by expert psychologists towards 
the profession or trade for which 
he is naturally fitted. Then there 
would be no “seat warmers,” 
every child, being given the edu- 
cation that corresponds to his 
faculties, would become a perfect 
student. 

Parents who have professional 
occupations may desire to see 
their children also enter a pro- 
fession. But they should be con- 
vinced: 1, That children inherit 
brains, the physical organs of 
thought, but never inherit what 
could be properly termed mental 
capacities, 2. That the life of a 
child may be utterly ruined if he 
is directed into a way to which 
he is not adapted.

CGALT: Has 
Fine Record 
In Province 


Mrs. Gordon Lapp (formerly as 
Miss Eula Carscallen, active in 
girls’ work in Calgary) and now 
executive secretary of the National 
Girls’ Work Board, sent the fol- 
lowing message to Canadian Girls 
in Training through the Torch, 4 
magazine for leaders of ‘teen age 
girls recently, 

“The year 1935 marks the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the very be- 


ginnings of Canadian Girls in 
Training. We have been ‘twenty 
years a-growing.’ Hence it seems 
particularly fitting that, in 1935, 


girls and leaders from coast to coast 
should join in the celebration of a 
national C. G. 1. T. week—the first 
of its kind in the history of Cana- 
dian Girls in Training. 

The history of this Canadian 
youth movement began in the win- 
ter of 1915-16, when a group of 
people in Toronto, representing the 
Y. W. C. A. and the Sunday school 
boards of the various churches or- 
ganized a committee for co-opera- 
tion in girls’ work, which commit- 
tee in 1920 became known as the 
National Girls’ Work Board. The 
idea of the movement captured the 
imaginations of girls and_ their 
leaders everywhere in Canada. To- | 
day it enlists 39,716 girls from Cape 
Breton to Vancouver Island. Mrs 
Gordon Lapp reports that during| 
the past two years, the total num- | 
ber of Canadian Girls in Training | 
has increased by 3,248. Enquiries 
regarding this youth movement | 
have come from many parts of the 
United States and several other 
countries. Today groups of Girls 
in Training ere found not only in 
Canada, but also in Newfoundland, 
Trinidad, China, Japan, Africa and | 
India. | 


WHO THE LEADERS WERE 


C. G. I. T. in Alberta began in 
1920 under the leadership of the 
first executive secretary, Miss Eve- 
lyn Story, now Mrs. Sherwood 
Lett of Vancouver. Under her di- 
rection, the first C. G. I. T. Camp 
at Sylvan Lake was held in 1920. 
Mrs. Lett also initiated the “Sell-a- 
Star” method of financing, which 
has since proved most successful. | 
On January 1, 1925, the Provincial 
Girls’ Work Board accepted her re- 
signation with regret | 

Miss Katie McCrimmon, whose | 
death was so widely mourned, | 
loved by all for her radiant per-| 
sonality, sponsored girls’ work for | 
the next seven months | 


Then came Miss Ruth Hethering- | 
ton from Manitoba for 16 short 
months. She was bubbling over 


with vim and enthusiasm as she 
darted from one girls’ conference 
to another. It was she who direct-| 
ed the first C. G. I. T. camp for 
the Lethbridge district with one 
hundred girls enrolled. On Janu- 
ary 1, 1927, she resigned to be mar- 
ried to Mr. Ralph Plant. Mr. and 
Mrs. Plant are now residing in Van- 
couver, | 

Mrs. Nelson Chappel (nee Miss 
Mabel Nix), now of Grande Prairie, 
herself a Canadian Girl In Training 
and a graduate of the University of 
Alberta, was then chosen as prov- 
incial secretary. Many new camps 
throughout the province were or- 
ganized through her efforts, and the | 
number of groups continued to}

Miss Winifred Gilhooly, a Cal- 
gary girl (now Mrs. Lynn Oldfield 
of Milo) was appointed in 1929.

ERHAPS the signs of the

J. C. Barton's address on Gothic 
Art at the University on the previ- 
ous evening, as they began to drift 
in, gave us a warm and comfortable 
feeling of anticipation about the 
joint Canadian club luncheon which 
he was to address at noon. 


As we left the luncheon, aglow 


with that stimulation which comes | 


from a really outstanding address 
in which dashes of humor add zest 
to well-worded and greatly-needed 
truths, we felt that the pity of it was 
that so many hundreds of people 
hadn't been there to attend. 


“Why do western Canadians shy 
away from the subject of art so 
much?” someone asked as little 
groups gathered in the halls and 
corridors of the Macdonald to take 
apart and reassemble the fine ma- 
terial that had been presented. 


Someone else had expected it to 
be ‘highbrow’ and thought they 
wouldn't understand. Yet it 
quite the most lucid and simply 
present address we have heard this 
year. It was rich in choice phrases 
and apt comparisons . . but was it- 
self a perfect example of most direct 
simplicity, cleansed of all humbug 
and false veneration, that the 
speaker so deplored in the approach 
of many people to the subject of 
art 

“Historians live in the past, re- 
formers in the future . . but artists 
live in the present,” he stated em- 
phatically, hoping to clear away 
the cobwebs which have glossed 
over all ancient art, making it beau- 
tiful in the eyes of those who refer 
to modern art as “interesting” but 
not yet seasoned enough to be 
worthy of an opinion. 

“You don’t wonder what a piece 
of cake will be like 100 years from 
now ... you look at it, if tempted, 
try it and enjoy it,” Mr. Barton 
said, So it should be with art. The 
ancient Greeks worked their won- 
ders for the enjoyment of the peo- 
ple of their own time. 

“The Athenians hovelled their 
bodies, but their souls were on the 
Acropolis,” the speaker explained, 

The “museum attitude” of some 
painters was deplored, because the 
speaker felt that art should be part 
and parcel of everyday life, as, it 
was in ancient times, and not some- 
thing set aside as an entertainment, 


was) 


Add to such a lecture, which kept 
one at a high pitch of interest 
throughout, a visit to the new col- 
lection from the Royal Canadian 
Academy, just hung in the Museum 
of Arts for all who wish to see, and 
you have a day that strikes a fairly 
high note, from an artistic point of 
view. 

The vigor and sweeping strength 
of the seventy-two paintings, select- 
ed as the most interesting pieces of 
Canadian painters of note, was ar- 
resting. While painting is interna- 
tional in scope, some of the great 
silences of snow covered wastes, the 
tremendous effects of brilliant sun- 
shine and shade, the masses of 
color and grandeur of mountains 
and great rivers, are certain to 
make their impression on the art of 
the Dominion. This collection, with 
representative pieces by Canada’s 
outstanding painters, is indicative 
of that. 

To complete the day, add an eve- 
ning spent at ‘ghe Lives of a Ben- 
gal Lancer” a an experience in 
motion picture interest comparable 
only to that of seeing “Cavalcade”. 
Strange if the finer tradition and 
the greater glory of Britain, which 
comes not through the flags and 
the battleships and the trumpets, 
but through the steadfast devotion 
to duty and bravery of a man here 
and a man there, should live again 
through the medium of such an 
amusement device as talking pic- 
tures, the result of shouting direc- 
tors and camera men and grease- 
painted actors and actors in Holly- 
wood? Surely that should bring 
home the fact that one nation 
which is big enough to see and 
make live again the greatness of 
another, is in reality a part of a 
mighty brotherhood. 

Finally, there was still enough 
scarlet left from the day's glowing 
pattern to make the thought of .a 
visit from the poet, Edna Jaques, 
singer of some of western Canada’s 
loveliest and most heart touching 
poems, on the coming day, a last 
drop of pleasure for a perfect day,

For each cup of cold meat 
add 1 cup pared and sliced potatoes, 
Yy cup each of cubed turnips and 
carrots and % small onion minced. 
Simmer until vegetables are ten- 
der and serve very hot. 

A ragout is a rich stew in which 
the meat and vegetables both are 
cubed. The brown sauce in this 
case is highly seasoned with table 
saucé and onion juice and is slight- 
ly thickened. For vegetables try 
cooked celery and peas. 

In making a fricassee the meat 
is cuit in neat slices and rolled in 
flour. The floured pieces are saut- 
ed in butter or drippings until 
brown all over and served in a 
brown sauce. Points of toast or 
split baking powder biscuits are 
good to serve with fricasiece. 


CASSEROLE . WITH 
BROWN SAUCE 

A casserole is meat and vege- 
tables combined in a brown sauce. 
The contents of the refrigerator 
will determine the ingredients. 
The casserole is baked, covered, in 
the oven for 45 to 60 minutes. Two 
cups meat, 3 cups mixed vegetables 
and 2 cups brown sauce are good 
proportions to use. 

Meat pie is a rechauffee covered 
with baking powder biscuit dough 
and baked in a hot oven until the 
crust is done. Sliced potatoes or 
other vegetables may be combined 
with the meat. 

A way to serve left-over pork or 
beef is in tamale pie. Reheat the 
meat in a brown sauce with chili 
peppers, chopped ripe olives and} 
raisins.
